PETITION TO RESTART PERIOD TO RESPOND TO OFFICE ACTION 

In response to the Office Action dated July 26, 2007, Applicants Petition for the 
Examiner to issue a new Office Action and to restart the period to respond to the Office 
Action. 

Applicants point out that "[w]here the citation of a reference Is incorrect or an Office 

action contains some ot her defect and this error is called to the attention of the Office within 1 
month of the mail date of the action, the Office will restart the previously set period for reply 
to run from the date the error is corrected, if requested to do so by the applicant" (see M.P.E.P. 
§ 71 0.06; emphasis added by Applicants). 

Applicants submit that the Office Action dated July 26, 2007 contains a defect, which 
should be corrected by the Examiner. 

That is, Applicants submit that the Office Action dated July 26, 2007 fails to properly 
address every claim pending the Application. 

Specifically, the Office Action summary indicates that claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-12, 14, and 
16-20 are pending in the Application and that claims U 2, 4-6, 10-12, 14, 16, 17, 19, and 20 
stand rejected. The Office Action, however, does not properly set forth a ground of rejection 
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Serial No. 09/667,701 2 
Docket No. 5-009US-FF 

for each of claims 1, 2, 4-6, 10-12, 14, 1.6, 17, 19, and 20. 

That is, the sole rejections set forth in the Office Action dated July 26, 2007 are as 
follows: 

1) Claims I. 10-12, 14 , 19 and 20 stand rejected under 35 U.S*C § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kuracht (U.S, Patent No. 6,1 81,436); 

2) Claims K 10-12. 14. 19 and 20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Thome, et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,958,005; hereinafter "Thorne"); and 

3) Claim 2 stands rejected under 35 § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kurachi in view 
of Koyama et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,0 1 1 ,897; hereinafter "Koyama"). 

The Office Action does ngt properly set forth a ground of rejection for claims 4-6, 16, 
and 17. 

Applicants respectfully submit there is clearly a defect in the Office Action dated July 
26. 2007 . 

Additionally, since the defect In the Office Action is being brought to the attention of 
the Examiner within one month from the m ailing date of the Office Action, the Examiner, in 
accordance with M.P.E.P. § 710.06, must correct the defect in the Office Action, restart the 
period to respond to the Office. Action, and issue a new Office Action.
